The p residents big volu me of 
bu dget figu res estimated a net 
deficit of $1,088,129,600 for the 
cu rrent fiscal year and $949,606,- 
000 for the next twelve months 
w hich he noted wou ld be su cces­ 
sive declines. 
The pu blic debt, 
he said, wou ld reach a $38,528,- 
200,000 high on Ju ne 30, 1939. 
In addition, Mr. Roosevelt left 
the treasu ry’s doors ajar to the

Forrest Bowers, sou ght since De­ 
cember 13 in connection w ith the 
slaying of an attractive Pennsyl­ 
vania widow, ended here today.

23-year-old sallow faced 
you th, the Federal B u reau of In­ 
vestigation annou nced last night, 
confessed k illing Mrs. Wilma V. 
Carp enter, 38, in her su bu rban 
Philadelhp ia home. 
The FBI said Bowers, form er 
reform atory 
inmate, 
admitted 
“ransack ing” 
Mrs. 
C arp enter’s 
home and robbing her and her 
companion, 
Miss 
M aiT 
Griffin, 
22, of 
$11 when they retu rned 
home. 
Mrs. 
C arp enter 
was 
shot 
to 
death 
attem p ting 
to 
aid 
Miss 
Griffin, 
beau ty 
shop 
op erator, 
whom the assailant had slu gged. 
Bowers’ 
confession, 
as 
an­ 
nou nced by the federal bu reau , 
declared that after shooting Mrs. 
C arp enter 
and 
slu gging 
Miss 
Griffin u nconsciou s he attem p t­ 
ed to assau lt the you nger w o­ 
man. 
Bowers said he had traveled 
to Bu ffalo, Cincinnati and Chi­ 
cago, arriving here on December 
20, the day of his arrest. 
Police were placed on Bowers’ 
trail after Miss Griffin, from 
a 
hospital bed, pick ed ou t his p ic­ 
tu re from a rogu es’ gallery col­ 
lection. 
Bowers 
pleaded 
gu ilty 
to 
a 
federal fu gitive w arrant at a r­ 
raignm ent today. 
Bond was fixed at $25,000. He 
lau ghed when U. S. Commission­ 
er Ray K irchdö rfer ask ed him if 
he desired to m ak e bond. 
“W hat 
w ith?” he ask ed. 
W hen Assistant District A ttor­ 
ney Jam es Garnett, Jr., read the 
w arrant which inadvertently con­ 
tained the charge he had fled to 
“the state of Delaware,” Bowers 
good natu redly interru p ted “Oh, 
no. 
I’ve never been in Dela­ 
w are.” 
The charge was amended.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt proposed a rec­ 
ord peacetime

bu dget of $991,300,000 
to

gress today, bu t said “world con­ 
ditions” might necessitate ask ing 
still more money. 
His estimates of exp enditu res 
for the 1939 
fiscal 
year—p ro­ 
jecting increases 
for 
bth 
the 
naval 
and 
m ilitary 
establish­ 
ments—were 
prefaced 
by 
the 
statem ent that they may 
have 
to be revised u p w ard “becau se 
of fu tu re 
events 
which 
today 
^ n n ot definitely be foretold.” 
“I refer specifically,” the Presi­ 
dent exp lained, “to the possibility 
that du e to world conditions over 
which this nation has no control, 
I m ay find it necessary to re ­ 
qu est 
additional 
ap p rop riations 
for national defense.” 
Only a few days ago, he a n­ 
nou nced that the growing arm a­ 
m ent race by m any nations might 
compel him to ask congress for 
m ore warship s than are p rovided 
for in this bu dget. 
Mr. Roosevelt requ ested $988,- 
623,400 
in the 
new fu nds for 
both the arm y and navy, rep re­ 
senting an increase of $54,875,000 
over regu lar ap p rop riations for 
the 
cu rrent fiscal year ending 
Ju ne 30, w hich constitu ted the 
p reviou s high m ark in peacetime 
defense ou tlay. 
Of this su m, $569,827,400 was 
set aside for the navy and $418,- 
796,000 for the army. 
The re ­ 
m ainder of the bu dget total will 
come from emergency fu nds. 
Increases 
in ships, men 
and 
su pplies and im p rovem ent of the 
general 
op erating 
efficiency 
of 
fleet and shore stations consti­ 
tu te the p rincip al items of the 
navy bu dget. 
Ou tstanding in the 
arm y estimate is an addition of 
$811,725 for strengthening coast 
defense of the continental United 
States, Panam a and Hawaii. 
Calling for a total increase in 
exp enditu res over last year of 
abou t 
$34,000,000, 
the 
navy 
bu dget p rovides for the begin­ 
ning of constru ction of two new 
battleship s, two 
light 
cru isers, 
eight destroyers, six su bmarines 
and fou r au xiliary vessels. 
Exp ansion of naval and m a ­ 
rine p ersonnel and officers was 
p rovided for in a $10,247,259 in­ 
crease in the ap p rop riation for 
p ay and allowances.

SHANGHAI, Jan. 5-J^. T r a p ­ 
anese au thorities annou nced to­ 
day they had tak en over all Chi­ 
nese governnient fu nctions in the 
international 
city 
of 
Shanghai 
and other territory occu pied by 
Jap anese armies. 
A final step in Jap an's drive 
for dominance was p rojected cen­ 
sorship of news dispatches. 
J a p ­ 
anese officials were said to have 
notified 
cable 
companies 
that 
Jap anese censors were moving in 
to p revent leak age of military in­ 
formation to Chinese. 
For more than a month, dis­ 
patches had been free from in­ 
terference. 
Chinese had 
m ain­ 
tained some censorship u ntil the 
fall of Shanghai. 
The disclosu re that censorship 
wou ld be imposed came shortly 
after 
Jap anese 
officials 
raised 
w hat foreign au thorities term ed 
a “grave issu e” by threatening 
action in the international set­ 
tlement itself to halt “anti-Jap ­ 
anese ou trages.” 
It coincided, also, w ith new ad­ 
vices by Jap anese armies bent on 
consolidating control of five rich 
north China provinces and the 
lower Yangtze river valley. 
The rising su n flag was raised 
at Chu fu , birthplace of China’s 
great sage, Confu ciu s, by detach­ 
ments 
advancing 
sou thward 
throu gh Shantu ng province. Chi­ 
nese 
w ere 
w ithdraw ing 
toward 
I Su chow, vital railw ay ju nction in 
Kiangsu province, 180 miles north 
of Nank ing. 
Chinese, however, k ep t u p the 
swift raiding tactics which G en­ 
eralissimo Chiang K ai-Shek has 
declared were the mainsp ring of 
resistance.

ed revenu es and has k ep t u p re­ 
lief costs. 
Meanwhile the senate’s u nem ­ 
p loyment and relief committee, 
inqu iring into another phase of 
the 
bu siness 
problem, 
ask ed 
Chairman A. J. Altmeyer of the 
social secu rity board to gather 
information on how large a relief 
“cu shion” may be provided by u n­ 
emp loyment benefits 
u nder 
the 
^ecu rity act. 
The u nemp loyment committee 
was one of the few which have 
begu n active w ork for the ses­ 
sion. 
A 
hou se 
su b-committee 
was continu ing its stu dy of tax 
revision, and special conference 
grou ps were trying to iron ou t 
differences 
in

senate 
and 
hou se crop control and hou sing 
tills. 
The senate and hou se p rop er 
v^ere m ark ing

Tomorrow the senate will 
tak e u p the controversial anti- 
lynching bill, and the hou se will 
start debate on next year’s ap ­ 
propriations.
